AN ORDINANCE CREATING A BOARD 
of Health in the 
town of Reno, 
Washoe county, Nevada, and matters con- 
nected, therew ith, adopted June 24,1893. 
Bjfvirtue of the power and authority con- 
ferrpd by the laws of the State of />evada, 
the Board of County Commissioners of 
Washoo county do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby created arid 
established in the town of Reno, Washoe 
county, Nevada, a Board of Health, to.coii- 
sist of three reputable practicingphysicians 
and residents ot suid town of Renp> iwho 
shall exorcise supervision of the g#iWral 
health of the town and shall have tull'power 
to take all measures necessary to promote 
the health thereof.

We 
earnestly request the aid of our citizens, 
feeling that they can do much by their co- 
operation in reporting cases of suspected 
disease and premises known by them to be 
in an unsanitary condition, but we cannot 
act upon any such reports unless they are 
made in writing with the signature of com- 
plainant attached. In this way we feel that 
the heads of families can do more than by 
publishing resolutions in the pagers taken 
entirely from hearsay. 
RULE 7—It shall be the dutj of the Chief of 
Police and constables to arrest all persons 
refusing to obey the provisions of this ordi- 
nance and these rules, and they will be dealt 
with as provided. 
RULE 8—We hereby order the above rules 
published with Ordinance No. 39 in both our 
daily papers for one week 
In order that 
their purpose and result ma> be fully and 
thoroughly accomplished, we realize that the 
co-operation of all the resident physicians is 
necessary which we are sure of. and we thank 
them for their interest and efforts in cases 
past. 


SUGGESTIONS. 


It is suggested to physicians in charge of 
cases of diphtheria to see that the patient be 
isolated as nearly as possible and that only 
such furniture be left in the sick room ab 
necessity requires. 
It is suggested during the heated period 
that all water and milk used be boiled. 
It is further suggested that all premises be 
scrupulously clean, no decaying vegetation 
especially being allowed. 
Such rules and suggestions vt ill be added 
from time to time as occur and necessity re- 
quires.

The London papers are rejoicing over 


the passage of the Wilson repeal bill, 
One of them says the judicious action 
of Preeident Cleveland assisted largely 
to ohaugo public sentiment towards the 
Sherman act. The effect of the action 
of the house upon business will be felt 
instantly. Another says it will restore 
confidence and credit and make the 
task of fiscal reform easier. 


The press ot New York, Boston and 


other eastern cities in the 
United 


States are in full accord with the Lon- 
don paperrf 011 the subject. Republican 
leaders who told the people during the 
presidential campaign that any policy 
advocated in the United States, which 
received the approval of the London 
paperrf, should be discountenanced by 
Americans, now unite with that press 
in corn mending the action of the house 
on the Wilson bill. 
The most radical 


protectionists, men who denounced 
Cleveland on every occasion, now com- 
mend hif. policy, unite with England in 
praising it, and vote as he recommended 
in hn messages to repeal an act which 
was pained by Republican votes exclu- 
sively, and which was endorsed by Re- 
publican convention?, including that 
which nominated McKinley for gov- 
ernor of Ohio two years ago. Then 
the»e leaders lauded the Sherman act 
tis loudly as they did the McKinley act; 
now at tho instance of a Democratic 
president they vote almost to a man to 
repeal oue of those aotfe, and may 
within n yotir, influenced by the mag- 
iietihm of 1 he occupant of the White 
House, advocate tho modification or the 
repeal ot the other. Both were Repub- 
lican measures, iudor»ed by Repub- 
lican, conventions, pd&feed by Repub- 
lican votes and signed by a Republican, 
president and it IB not unreasonable to 
assume that I'.epubhcany, having re- 
pudiated one by an almost unanimous 
vole, may trout tho other ma similar 
manner.

The Nou \ ork !>nn, which a few years 


ago predicted dive disaster to the coun- 
try it Henator Sherman's views pre- 
vailed, and theu advocated not only 
free coiiuigo but plaung the finances 
of tho country ou a silver basis, now 
that its prediction has been verified, 
fuvot'H tho rpppul of tho Sherman act 
and is one of tho noisiest of goldbug 
organs 
It endorses President Cleve- 


land, whose election it opposed m 1884 
and 1888, and while professing friend- 
ship for tho wage-earner and the farmer 
assists tho guld men in every possible 
way to make money scarce and pro- 
ducts cheap It is, however, opposed 
to changing tho ratio, but if a change 
is made suggests that the size of tho 
gold dollar bo redut-pd. Referring to 
tho estimate of tho secretary of the 
treasury of the cost of jflfcioiuirig silver 
it says: 


Supposing, however, that instead of 


rocoining our silver \vo should recoiii 
our gold, diminishing tho weight of our 
gold foiiib so us to make them bear the 
proposed ration of 20 to 1. When we 
chausjed tho ratio in 1831 Irotn 15 to 1 
to 1(3 to 1 wo did it in this way. We 
Ifjfr tho quantity of silver in a silver 
dollar tho s.imo as it was, but we made 
the gold dollar smaller. If we should 
follow a similar course now we should 
not only s.ivo tho cost of, tho extra 
silver for which Mr. Carlisle allows, 
but \vo should gain something by clip- 
ping the gold coin. There are good 
reasons for not changing the ratio, but 
that offered by Secretary Carlisle is 
not one of them. 


It is futile to talk of changing the 


ratio. Tho vote in the house of repre- 
sentatives showed that there aro more 
congressmen m favor of free coinage 
at 16 to 1 thau at 18 or 20 to 1, and if 
we cannot get silver remonetizecl at 
the present, we cannot got it coined at 
a greatei- ratio.

Tho homo rule bill is now on its third 


reading m tho house of commons. It 
is expected that the reading will close 
and a vote be taken on tho bill to-uior- 
row aud that it will pass by a majority 
of thirty-eight. Gladstone made a his- 
toric speech vindicating his Irish policy 
and himself, regarding it as his final 
declaration for Irish freedom, as he 
cauuot hope to seo the noxt third read- 
ing of the bill after the rejection of the 
present bill by the house of lords 
makei tho dissolution of parliament 
inevitable. 
His motion for a third 


reading of tho bill was applauded by 
the Liberals. 


It is believed that the lords will de- 


feat the bill by a large majority, in 
which oveut parliament will be dis- 
solved and a new election will be held. 
Should that election result in favor of 
home rule it is thought a movement 
will be inaugurated to abolish the 
house of lords. 


THE Denver Nniis pictures Senator 


Hill of New York with three faces. One 
addressing Tammany says, "I'm op- 
posed to Cleveland;" a second, adress- 
iug the goldbugs, says, 'Tm in favor of 
the repeal of the Sherman act," and the 
third, addressing the silver men, says, 
" I'm a bimetallist." Hill has pnt him- 
self in a hole as deep as the Comstock 
and no amount of hoisting will elevate 
him to the level of public, confidence 
among western people.

TROUBLE IN THE SENATE. 


The SUver Debate to Be Made a Test 


of Physical Endurance. 


SILVER IN THE SENATE. 


The 
I>el>itte to lie Mu<le the Tost of 


Physical Endurance. 


WASHINGTON, August 30.—Silver de- 


bate in the senate is to be made the test 
of physical endurance. T,his is at least 
the program which senators from the sil- 
ver states announce. Teller of Colorado 
says he brought his winter clothes with 
him and will wear them before the un- 
conditional repeal of the silver bill 
passes, but the senators from the silver 
states seem to stand alone in this de- 
termination. Their opponents saythey 
will not be aided to any great extent by 
free coinage. The Democrats, most of 
them, agree with Hill that to flllibuster 
on this question would be to lower the 
character of the senate and diminish 
public respect for its deliberations. 


Threats analagoufe to those ascribed 


to the silver men, say the anti-silverites, 
have been heard before in the senate on 
other burning public question0, but 
somehow after two or three weeks' talk 
and at most two continuous all night 
sessions, a compromise has been reached 
and an agreement entered into for a 
vote to be taken at a fixed time. Little 
doubt is entertained by the gold stand- 
ard men that this will be the result in 
this instance. Should the debate be 
unreasonably prolonged the contest 
may be temporarily transferred from 
the silver question to an amend- 
ment of the senate rules to permit 
cloture. 


Tho managers of the anti-silver cam- 


paign in the house assume that the sen- 
ate will pass Voorhees' bill as a sub- 
stitute for the Wilson bill, which passed 
the house. When theVoorhees bill comes 
over from the senate it will naturally 
be referred to tho committee on coin- 
age, 
but this committee is bitterly 


hostile to repeal, so it will not be sent 
there if it can be avoided. The gold 
standard men think they have found 
the means to evade this under the 
new rules. The bill when received, 
as it does not require consideration 
in committee of the whole, as it in- 
volves no appropriation, it is expected 
that a motion will be made to concur 
in the senate amendment and the ex- 
pectation is that the bill will be quickly 
passed. 


TltOUBLE IN CHICAGO. 


A Croinl of Unemployed Men Dispersed 


l>y tho Police. 


CHICAGO, August 30.—A large crowd 


of unemployed men and women assem- 
bled on the lake front to hold a mass 
meeting. A force of 500 policemen was 
placed on duty and 1,000 more were 
summoned from other parts of the city 
and Gatling guns were in readiness for 
an emergency. As the crowd increased 
it became turbulent and speeches were 
made at several points. 
The crowd 


blocked the streets butting on Michi- 
gan avenno and 500 Italians and others 
started for the Spizzari market on 
State street, where fifty rifles used by 
Italian societies in parades were stored 
and demanded the guns. Spizzari re- 
fused to give them up, pushed the in- 
vaders out and locked the doors. He 
then gave them two dollars with which 
they bought Italian and American flags 
and returned to the lake front, a squad 
of police watching them but making no 
arrests. 


The return of the Italians increased 


the excitement and some of the mob 
began throwing stones at the police 
followed by a shower of coupling pins 
picked up on the Illinois Central 
tracks. 


Orders were at once given to have 


the Gatling guns in readiness and the 
police were ordered to charge. 
Their 


clubs at once began to beat a lively 
tune on the heads of the mob and in 
an incredibly short time it broke and 
ran in every direction, quickly melting 
into individuals fleeing through the 
streets and alleys and the trouble was 
over, at least for the present. 


MKXICO NOT AFFECTED. 


The 
Country 
on a Silver Basis and 


Prosperous. 


Cir? OF MEXICO, August 30.— The 


anticipated passage of the bill repeal- 
ing the silver purchase clause of the 
Sherman act by the house of repre- 
sentatives, it was thought would imme- 
diately have had an effect on exchange 
on New York but so far no change is 
noted. The people generally believe 
that the American silver mines cannot, 
as a rule, continue to be worked on a 
much lower price, when their place will 
be taken by the mines here, employing 
cheap labor and that as the product 
cannot be very greatly increased here 
the price of the white metal will be 
steady. It is thought Europe will soon 
experience even greater panic than that 
now existing in the United States and 
that the silver question will not be 
settled until Europe is forced to take 
action in order to save the export trade 
to silver-using countries. 
Business 


conditions here are in remarkable con- 
trast to that in the United States. There 
have been no large failures and the 
banks are in a better condition than for 
a long time with large cash reserves.

These twin philanthropists never refer 
to the poor bondholders who are f nr- 
nishiD.g the sinews of war to defeat the 
free coinage of silver. That would spoil 
the effect of the pe or at ion, and might 
make the poor wage-earner and the 
mortgaged farmer a little suspicious. 
They might thick it a little strange that 
these public benefactors should absorb 
millions of dollars worth of property 
on a salary of $5,000 a year, and the 
matter of fact farmer might ask the 
question, How did John Sherman ac- 
cumulate a fortune of $5,000,000 ? If he 
had all his expenses paid it would take 
him 200 years to earn $1,000,000, and he 
would have to be older than Methuselah 
to have earned $5,000,000 on his present 
salary. 
It is supposed that Sherman 


has accumulated all this wealth during 
the past thirty years. This makes his 
earning capacity about $160,000 a year. 
Surely it don't pay John Sherman to 
work for Uncle Sam at $5,000 a year, 
when he is making thirty-two times 
that amount at odd jobs. It would be 
much better for .these brainy financiers 
to resign and devote all their time to 
their private affairs; they would earn 
enough extra so they could make up 
any loss that would be sustained by the 
poor wage-earners and 
mortgaged 


farmers on account of the free coinage 
of silver. If everything is on the square 
these public benefactors should be re- 
warded with an appropriation of gov- 
ernment bonds. Surely such patriotic 
benovolence as is displayrd by these 
two millionaires 
should receive a 


bounty, and the government can well 
afford to vote them $25,000,000 of 4 per 
cent bonds. It would act as a stimulent 
for such public benefactors as Gormani 
Carlisle, Cochran, Cleveland and Roths- 
child, who would redouble their efforts 
in the interests of wage-earners and 
farmers, and the 
burdens of labor 


would be reduced. There never has 
been a time in the history of the coun- 
try when the workingmen's cause was 
so ably defended. There is not a gold- 
bug in congress, and it looks as if legis- 
lation was going to be wholly in the 
interests of the poor. The farmers 
have found a new champion in Con- 
gressman Lochran of New York City, 
who is in favor of giving the farmer 
651 J^ grains of pure silver for a dollar, 
Such unselfish generosity puts Coch- 
rane on a parity with Cleveland and 
Rothschild. 
With this trinity ably 


assisted by such lieutenants as Sher- 
man, Harter, Carlisle, Gorman, Bayner 
and Wilson, makes the salvation of the 
poor assured.

SPEECH. 


Stewart Finds a Judicial Precedent for 


It. 


The following appears in the Congress- 


ional Record of August 23: 


Mr. Stewart.—Mr. President, I now 


rise to present a judicial precedent for 
the remarkable speech of the senator 
from Indiana (Mr. Voorhees), which I 
think sustains his otherwise seemingly 
contradictory attitude. 


During the fifties, when the slavery 


agitation was at its height in California, 
a young man from Missouri brought to 
California, a free state, a negro slave 
by the name of Archy. Some of Archy's 
abolition friends procured the issu- 
ance of a writ of habeas corpus for the 
purpose of securing for Archy his lib- 
erty. The case was finally taken be- 
fore Judge Burnett of the supreme 
court of California. 


The proceedings and decision are 


contained in the California report, 
which I now hold in my hand. The 
case is entftied " Ex parte Archy." The. 
learned judge wrote an elaborate opin- 
ion, which is fully reported, in which 
he decided, as a matter of law, that 
Archy was entitled to his liberty. But 
he did not stop there. 
He considered 


what in the California parlance of that 
day was called the " raw equity " of the 
case, and on the " raw equity " he found 
that the owner of Archy was a young 
man in feeble health; that he had 
brought the negro slave to a free state 
in good faith and in ignorance of the 
law; and on these considerations he 
remanded the slave back to his master. 
The case excited a great deal of inter- 
est on account of the political ques- 
tion involved. 


Ned Marshall of Kentucky, then and 


now of California, on learning of the 
decision, defended it in the strongest 
possible language as a compromise be- 
tween the two sections. He said: " The 
judge has given the law to the north 
and the nigger to the south, and every- 
body ought to be satisfied." 
[Laugh- 


ter.] 


The press throughout the state, in 


numerous editorials, concurred in the 
views of Mr. Marshall, namely, that the 
law had been given to the north and the 
" nigger " to the south. 


Why should anybody complain of 


the speech of my friend from Indiana ? 
He has given his speech to the friends 
of silver and his vote to Lombard and 
Wall streets. 
Why should anybody 


complain ? Perhaps other authorities 
may be found in the books to sustain 
the doctrine of the senator from Indi- 
ana; bat the Arohy case is the only 
judicial decision which has come under 
my observation which is on "all fours " 
with the position of the learned sen- 
ator.

The 31. E. Conference Kesolveb Against 


the Kepeal of the Sherman Act 


At the annual conference of the Ne- 


vada Mission of the M. E. Church held 
at Truckee last week the following res- 
olutions were adopted by a rising vote: 


WHEEBAS, The work of the Nevada 


Mission, and particularly much of it 
in the state of Nevada, depends largely 
upon the prosperity of the mining in- 
terests; and, 


WHEBEAS, The farming and com- 


mercial interests are more or less de- 
pendent upon the mining industry, so 
that when the latter is advancing the 
former progress, and when the latter 
is depressed the former suffer with it; 
and when all are depressed the finan- 
cial interests of the church are corre- 
spondingly weakened and her work 
seriously interfered with; since, when 
our staple industry is at a standstill, 
our people are compelled to leave, 
money becomes scarce, and it is almost 
impossible in many places to maintain 
existing work, to say nothing of being 
unable to extend the work to needy 
places; and, 


WHEBEAS, Such are the actual con- 


ditions under which we labor at pres- 
ent; and, 


WHEBEAS, It is our conviction and 


belief that the present distress has 
been materially caused by the unwise, 
uncalled for and unjust legislation of 
1893, which demonetized silver and de- 
graded it to the level of a commodity, 
so that its value has been seriously de- 
preciated in the markets of the world; 
and, 


WHEBEAS, The legislation since 1873, 


professedly in the interest of the white 
metal, has simply been patchwork and 
makeshift legislation; and, 


WHEBEAS, The purchasing clause of 


the so-called Sherman act is the best, 
because the only legislation existing 
in this country in the interest of silver. 


THEREFOBE, In view of all these facts, 


as ministers of the gospel hi the Ne- 
vada Mission, we desire to unite our 
voices with the voices of our fellow citi- 
zens all over the west in protesting 
against any attempt on the part of 
congress to repeal the so-called Sher- 
man act without the substitution of a 
law to go into immediate effect pro- 
viding for the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver.

Beeson of Oklahoma guilty. 


The Pennsylvania Eepublican con- 


vention nominated Judge Fell of Phil- 
adelphia for judge of the supreme 
court. The platform favors the uncon- 
ditional repeal of the Sherman act, the 
expansion of the circulating medium, 
and declares that the financial distress 


due to the fear that protection will 


be attacked by the Democratic party.
